PETROGRAD, Sept. 12.— Alexander 
Kerensky, the young dictator of Rus- 
sia, premier of the war and revolt rid- 
den republic, made himself command- 


er-in-chief of the Russian armies to- 


day. 
In a proclamation, in which he 
gigned himself “premier and com- 
, mander-in-chief,” he declared the re- 
volt led by Gen. Korniloff had failed 


completely and appealed to all Rus- 


sians to make the defense of their 
lands against German invasion their 
first duty. 

He promised most drastic punish- 
ment for any who disobeyed the or- 
ders of the government. 

He obtained from all the ministers 
assurance that if the necessity arose 
they would give him full authority to 
form a directory whicb would act en- 
tirely with him. 

He patrolled Petrograd with great 
bodies of loyal troops. Perfect order 
is being maintained here. Street meet- 
ing are forbidden. He declared a 
“state of war exists in Moscow and its 
povirens.”

He freed Bolshevikis, jailed in 
the revolt of July 16, who promised to 
fight against Korniloff; 
He issued a decree handing over to 
the courts of justice as rebels Gen.

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LONDON, Sept. 12—The combined 
British and American fleets apparently 
are making progress against the U boat 
menace. The official report, issued by 
the admiralty tonight, shows the small- 
est number of large British vessels sunk 
by mines or submarines since Germany 
‘last February began the intensified sub- 
marine campaign. 

During last week there were twelve 
vessels over 1,600 tons, six under that 
tonnage, and four small craft sent to the 
bottom. The previous low record was 
for the week of March 11, when thir- 
teen vessels of more than 1,600 tons 
were lost. | 

The arrivals and sailings at all British 
ports showed an increase for the week. 
The arrivals numbered 2,744 and the sail- 
ings 2,868. |

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina, Sept. 
12.— Following the expulsion of Count 
Luxburg, the German minister, by the 
republic of Argentine, immense crowds 
joined in the wild anti-German dem- 
onstrations here this afternoon and 
tonight. | : 

The downtown section of the city, 
was the scene of the wildest disorders, 
Thousands of Argentineans took part. 

Many of those in the mobs carried 
firebrands,; and as a result scores of 
buildings were set on fire. Several 
blocks of German business houses in 
Calle 25 De Mayo were destroyed. 


ATTACK CLUB AND NEWSIAPEL. 

Among the structures attacked were 
the German club, one of the finest edi- 
fices in the city, and the building of 
the German daily, La Union. As fast 
as the fires in these buildings were 
extinguished they were,started again. 
Mounted patrols and the entire fire de- 
partment kept rushing from one part 
of the city to another in an attempt 
1% quell the ‘tots and put down’ the 
flames. 


In several instances police who were 
attempting to shoot at those wielding 
torches were set upon by the crowds 
and @isarmed.

WRECK, SEIZED 
PAPERS SHOW 


Means Got Vast 
- Amounts; Indict- 
ments Loom. 


New York, Sept. 12.—[ Special. ]—Seiz- 
ure of amass of private papers and doc- 
uments belonging to Mrs. Maude A. 
King, mysteriously killed near Concord, 
N. C., Aug. 29; Gaston Means, her con- 
fdential agent, and Mrs. Mary C. Mel- 
vin, her sister, resulted today in rev- 
elations which determined the district 
attorney's office to order a grand jury 

investigation with the announced inten- 
‘tion of seeking indictments. The grand 
‘jury indeed began hearing testimony, 
put suspended it to give the district at- 
torney time to inspect more of the doc- 
uments. 

The evidence obtained through exam- 
ination of the seized papers concerns 
many persons. Assistant District Attor- 
ney Dooling asserted tonight the testi- 
mony of the written records was suffi- 
cient in his opinion to warrant the indict- 
ment of several persons. 

AFTON BEFORE GRAND JURY. 

What effect discosures made by the 
documents will have in solving the mys- 
tery of Mrs. King’s death only a com- 
plete examination can show. The full 
evidence of the papers may tend to cor- 
roborate the Concord coroner's verdict of 
accidental death, or, through supplying 

) a probable motive, may lend weight to 
the judgment of the Chicago author- 
ities that the wealthy widow. was mur- 


dered. 

Afton Means, brother of Gaston, is un- 
der subpena to explain these narra- 
tions as far as he can to the grand jury 
tomorrow. Disclosures from the docu- 
ments, with two-thirds remainfhg to be 
examined, were sensational and led to 
great activity in the district attorney's 
office tonight. 


KING ESTATE DISSIPATED. 
Mr. Dooling announced late tonight 
the examination had developed evidence 
that Gaston B. Means had deposited hun- 
éreda of thousands of dollars to his own 
credit in New York and Chicago banks 
since Jan. 1. 1916, had plunged heavily 
in the cotton and stock markets and lost 
huge sums. Two whirls in the cotton 
market early in this year resulted in 
losses of $65,865. 

Byidence indicates that the estate 

of Mrs. King has been disstpated and 
that enormous sums have been paid out 
wy her in the last fifteen months; that 
trust agreements designed to conserve 
her properties were abrogated and that 
the securities thereby released apparént- 
ly have disappeared. 
_ Evidence also has been found that 
Mrs. King at the time of her death was 
seriously contemplating another mar- 
riage, and that Mrs. Melvin has unsuc- 
cessfully speculated heavily in stocks. 


$60,000 LOST AT CRAPS. 

Id also developed from two sources that 
Mrs, King lost $60,000 in a few evenings 
in games of craps, which were played 
in Means’ Park avenue apartment. 

In addition, Mr. Dooling discovered a 
copy of the will agreement,“ by which 
Means was to get nearly $1,000,000 if he 
established as valid a new will of James 
C. *King by which millions would be 
added to Mrs. King's share of the King 
estate. He also discovered a copy of 
the alleged will itself. 

It was 7:30 o’clock Tuesday evening 
when Mr. Dooling accompanied Afton 
Means to his brother Gaston’s apartment 
at 1188 Park avenue. On the way Afton 
said to the prosecutor: ‘‘ Gaston has told 
me to get his papers and bring them to 
Concord.” Mr. Dooling replied he must 

dust examine them.

So far we have 
been unable to trace the released securi- 
ties. We have found no accounts of 
Mrs. King which show credits. On the 
contrary, there is every indication she 
was suffering from shortage of money.

‘There also are any number of papers 
which, when pieced together, will afford 
a history of efforts made by her to take 
her estate out of trust. She consulted 
various attorneys about this. At one 
time it seems she made an effort to make 
the Carnegie Trust company her trustee 
for her holdings, taking them away from 
the western bank companies. Full pa- 
pers were drawn for this, but never con- 


summated. 


“Estate Squandered.“ 

“We find that one large trust fund 
was abrogated in December, 1916. What 
has become of the securities of which it 
consisted, we do not know. Undoubtedly 
the various wills of which mention has 
already been made will play an impor- 
tant part in this investigation. I should 
say this poor woman's estate was simply 
squandered.

THE LATEST RUSSIAN CRISIS. 
The allied world will watch the latest phase of 
revolutionary Russia with an anxiety more and 
more tinctured with hopelessness. What the 
motives of Gen. Korniloff are we cannot yet 
know. There are rumors that he wishes to place 
Grand Duke Nicholas in the empty throne of the 
Romanoffs; that he wishes to establish a con- 
stitutional monarchy with a representative of the 


. princely house of Dolgorouki as czar; that he 


represents reaction and that he merely seeks to 
dring about a restoration of discipline in the army 
and of Russia’s crumbling defense. : 
Korniloff’s reputation as we know it does not 
sustain sinister charges. His declaration of in- 


tention appeals to American common sense, which 


has viewed Kerensky’s continued failure to re- 
store discipline and a fighting spirit in the army 
with increasing alarm. With every disposition to 
admire the eloquent young orator, the nations 
which through generations of experience have 
learned the necessity of self-control, of subordina- 
tion to a common plan, of obedience to government, 
have watched the later events of his rule with 
little confidence. 

Russia is plainly suffering from the suddenly 
released individualism of its people and from theo- 
retical extremists whose confidence in their dog- 
mas has never been shaken by application. It 
seems to have been Kerensky’s misfortune to be 
supported chiefly by men who in the face of the 
facts of army demoralization cling to an impossible 
theory of democratic organization and a fanatical 
refusal to accept the law of necessity. It would 
seem that the loss of Riga, following the shameful 
retreat in the south, would have brought reason 


even to these zealots. But it has not, and we 


must now wait to see whether the influence of 


._Korniloff and the moderates is great enough to 


overcome the moral disorganization which, assisted 


mans, they retort, “Look at democracy! 


by German propaganda, is bringing ruin to the 
Russian cause. 

So far as Russian participation in the war is 
concerned, hope for it seems to depend solely upon 
the success of Korniloff and the moderates. Keren- 


sky is either unwilling or unable to adopt the 


policy of stern discipline which he announced at 
Moscow and without which the Russian army 
evidently cannot be held up to its duty of defense. 
We can only pray that the intervention of winter 
will prevent the German army fram taking full 
advantage of the Russian chaos, especially on the 
southwestern front, the breach of which would 
give access to the wheat lands of the south. 


‘DRAFTING OF ALIENS. 


The house should pass promptly the joint resolu- 
tion sent in by the senate yesterday calling for the 
inclusion within the draft of alien residents, except- 
ing, of course, subjects of Germany. 

This is a measure of common justice. America 
has welcomed these strangers and given most of 
them a measure of prosperity they did not possess: 
and could not hope for in their native lands. If they | 
had remained at home, most of them would have 
been called to war, and the rest would be, in any 
case, obligated to military service. They ought not 
to be allowed to shirk this duty both to their native 
country and ours. If they are to enjoy the advan- 
tages of life in America they should be compelled to 
meet its responsibilities. All this should be obvious 
to the house, which should pass the resolution 
promptly, so that the draft may be made while the 
first call is under way. 


AUTOCRACY’S REJOINDER. 

When President Wilson talked of making the 
world safe for democracy, the jokers replied, 
“ First make democracy safe for the world,” and, 
now that he recommends democracy to the Ger- 
In 
America it produces graft, to say nothing of 
lynchings. In France, as our troops discovered to 
their disgust, it produces sanitary conditions unfit’ 
for publication.” 

Such reasoning is natural enough. All shal- 
lowness is. But permit us to use the same logic. 
Is there no graft in Turkey? Are massacres so 
very different from lynchings? Is Constantinople 
a Spotless Town? When nineteen Turkish gratt- 
ers have taken all but your last copper, a twen- 
tieth wants that. Human life is no safer than 
property. As for Turkish cities, they smell to 
‘heaven. Yet nowhere has autocracy blossomed 
more luxuriantly than in Turkey. 

Or take Russia under the old régime. It was 
a paradise of grafters, a carnival of wholesale 


lynchings called pogroms, and from the viewpoint 


of sanitation a perfect chamber of horrors. But 
somehow we seem to remember that Russia in 
those days had all the autocracy it wanted and 
rather a bit more. 

Now, it is entirely true that ‘when autocracy 
sets out to rule beneficently it can achieve won- 
ders. Merely as concerns honesty, order, and 
sanitation, it was a blessing to a peaceful Ger- 
many. Your life, your purse, and your health 
were astonishingly safe. So far, excellent. But 
gvhat of your soul? Autocracy did your thinking 
for you. It supplanted your conscience. It not 
only robbed you of your heart's best prerogatives 
but made you thankful for being robbed of them. 
And when the long awaited and passionately 
wished for day arrived, it plunged Germany into 
a mad conflict with four-fifths of the human race. 

We make no excuses for the failures of democ- 
racy. But we do not admire the autocracy of Tur- 
key or of old Russia, nor, taking it all in all, can 
we admire German autocracy. The fatherland’s 
present rulers found a d industrious, peace 
loving race. educated it, organized it, disciplined 
it, enriched it, perfected it, endowed it with unex- 
ampled efficiency, and headed it for calamity and 
woe illimithbie. 

Just bare is er count against autocracy. Never 
‘mind about its success or its fizzle as a govern- 
ment at home; there is no argument there; one 
aAutocracy happens to have succeeded, others have 


/ 


know the reality of this dangerous fact. Nothing 
could bring home to us the need for combating the 
German system better than this knowledge. The 
opponents of the war say we ought to wait until 
we are attacked at home. Then, they say, even 
they would rise to expel the invader. Well, we 


been invaded, invaded when we thought we were at 
peace with Germany. 

Meantime the capture of incriminating docu- 
ments in the office of the Philadelphia Tageblatt 
indicates what may be gained from vigorous and 
well considered measures, When more of the truth 
of this enemy propaganda is known we may hear 
less from the excited champions of our civil rights. 
Free press was never intended to protect treason. 
Free speech, free press, free assembly, prohibition 
of unlawful searches and seizures were not estab- 
lished to guard the spy, the traitor, or the mischief 
making fanatics. It has been clear, even to those 
who have had no secret official knowledge; clear to 
the man in the street, that there is a widespread 
campaign to embarrass the conduct of the war, 
Knowing the methods of the German government, 
we realize that the campaign probably receives its 
aid. If we cannot gag the war plots, the fanatics, 
or politicians like La Follette, Mason, Thompson, 
Stone, and company, we may be able to shut off the 
assistance their obstructive cam is receiving, 
whether with or without their knowledge or ap- 
proval, from the enemy government.

A CAMPAIGN FOR THE 
CONSTITUTION. 


The Woman's Emergency league of the IIlinois 
Equal Suffrage association does not propose to 
allow the question of the state constitutional con- 
vention to be lost sight of in the midst of our 
war preoccupations. A year remains before the 
people are to pass upon whether they wish a 
revision of the state constitution by a convention, 
but the league recognizes the need for a cam- 
paign of education and proposes to organize it 
without further delay. 

We believe this is a wise decision. The pre- 
occupation‘ of the public with the problems of the 
war is difficult to overcome. It is hard for most 
of us to think of anything else but the war and all 
it is bringing to us of effort and sacrifice, of in- 
terest and anxiety. Yet the need for a revision 
of the basic law of the state remains and is in 
fact intensified by war conditions and by the 
requirements of the period of readjustment and 
reconstruction to follow the war. 

The Equal Suffrage association takes a special 
interest in bringing about a constitutional revision 
because an extension of the franchise to women 
will be virtually a certain result of comprehensive 
revision. At the same time the association, except 
for an unsuccessful minority, has shown an en- 
lightened interest in the general objects of re- 
vision and the general needs of the stat& in this 
regard. Its influence was potent if not decisive in 
bringing about the vote of the legislature sub- 
mitting the convention question to the people, and 


in which we hope the press and citizens’ organiza- 
tions will codperate.

PROBABLY, HOOK WORM. 
Mrs. F. C. G. writes: About six 


years ago my son began having fever 
every summer. I took him north and 
he was soon all right. When we came 
south again in August or September he 
soon was feeling bad again. I was 
afraid of tuberculosis and had the doc- 
tor make another examination, but he 
said ‘nothing of .the kind; let him 
alone.’ I couldn't do that, so wrote to 
our old doetor and hé sent me medicine 
that helped him. One of the remedies 
was a worm medicine. He still has trou- 
ble every summer. Would you advise me 
to have him examined for hookworm 
or do you call his trouble malaria?” 


REPLY. 

I feel certain the trouble is not malaria. 
It may be hookworm. The state or city 
health department will examine for hook-| 
worm. Or it can be done by any physician 
who is equipped with a microscope. Not all 
protracted low fevers are due to hookworm. 
Many are the result of infections of lymph 
glands by tubercle bacilli or other bacteria.

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MPEROR WILLIAM’S precious 
representative at Buenos Aires, 
Count Luxburg, whose amazing 
dispatches through the Swedish 

legation in Argentina and the Stockholm 
department of foreign affairs to his gov- 
ernment at Berlin have furnished anoth- 
er proof of the absence of any sense of 
personal honor on the part of Teuton 
diplomats, is of somewhat obscure Swiss 
origin. " 

The founder of the family occupied a 
subordinate position in the household of 
that most gifted and at the same time 
eccentric of Hapsburg sovereigns, Jo- 
seph II., and bore the name of Johann 
Girtanner, hailing from the Helvatian 
canton of St. Gall. As the reward of 
many years’ service he was toward the 
close of his life raised by the emperor to 
the ranks of the petty nobility and given 
the name of Von Luxburg,” but*with- 
out a title, in the place of his own pat- 
fonymic.

His son rendered himself useful to the 
ruler of Bavaria, by whom he was ad- 
vanced to the rank of a count. He had 
two sons, Frederick and Charles, both 
of whom became members of the Bava- 
dian diplomatic service, Frederick was 
the grandfather of the kaiser’s chargé 
d'affaires at Buenos Aires who has suc- 
ceeded in alienating all sympathy there 
from Germany. The latter is unmarried, 
was formerly attached to the German le- 
gation at Peking, where he was far from 
popular among Hs colleagues, and is the 
son of a former provincial governor in 
Bavaria and of the latter’s wife, Princess 
Louise of Schoenaich-Carolath. 

Charles, the other son of the first 
Count Luxburg, made an extraordinary 
marriage with Eleanor Deneuelle, who, 
like the lovely Polish Countess Wal- 
leska, bore a natural son to the first 
Napoleon. Eleanor had been a pupil of 
that famous schoolmistress, Mme. Cam- 
pan, from whom Queen Hortense, also 
Stephanie de Beauharnais, afterward 
grand duchess of Baden, the Duchesse 
d' Abrantes, and Caroline Bonaparte, 
afterward queen of Naples, and others 
received their education, Mme. Campan 
having been in her time the principal 
chambermaid and first dresser of Queen 
Marie Antoinette.

marriage with a Capt. Jean Revel, who 
not long afterwards was turned out of 
the army for dishonesty and then ar- 
rested and sent to jail for forgery. 
Young Mme. Revel, finding herself des- 
titute, turned to her schoolmate, Caro- 
lige Bonaparte, who had meanwhile 
rried Joachim Murat, and entered her 
service as a reader. There she attract- 
ed the attention of the emperor, was 
“remarked” by his majesty, as they 
euphemistically say at court, and in 1806 
she was able, thanks to imperial influ- 
ence, to secure a divorce from her con- 
vict husband. This divorce was pro- 
nounced on April 29, 1806, and in the 
following December she gave birth to a 
son of whom Emperor Napoleon was the 
father. 

The birth of this son, who was known 
in after life as the Comte de Leon, 
may be said to have influenced the en- 
tire existence of the emperor. For it 
showd him that although his marriage 
with Empress Josephine was doomed to 
remain childless, yet he might hope for 
an heir to the throne if he married 
someone else. In fact, the birth of the 
boy gave him so much delight that he 


thought at one moment of passing the

child off as the offspring of Josephine. 
It was only when the latter refused to 
lend herself to any such fraud upon 
the French nation that Napoleon de- 
cided upon divorcing her, and married 
the Austrian Archduchess Marie Louise. 

Whife the emperor always remained 
fond of the boy, his affection for the 


lad’s mother waned. True, he bestowed | 


upon her an annuity of 40,000 francs a 
year, inscribed on the Grand Livre de 
France, and furnished her with a house 
in the Rue de la Victoire, and with 
other resources. But he declined to see 
her again, and caused her to marry a 
young officer of the name of Baron Au- 
gier de la Sauzaye, who afterwards met 
with his death during the Spanish cam- 
paign under Marshal Soult. His widow 
married for the third time in 1814, 
Count Charles von Luxburg, chamber- 
lain of the King of Bavaria, himself 
a diplomat, and brother of Freredick, 
the Bavarian envoy in Paris. She died 
in that city as Countess Charles von 
Luxburg, in 1865, after having been 
repeatedly sued by her son, the so- 
called Comte de Leon, in his futile 
efforts to extort money from her. 
~~. 

The Comtess de Luxburg seems to have 
had no affection whatsoever for her 
son by the emperor, and he was brought 
up in the first place by his grandmother, 
old Madame Letitia Bonaparte, known 
as Madame Mere.” He was a source 
of perpetual trouble and annoyance to 
the entire Bonaparte family. The moth- 
er of the emperor ended by disowning 
him, and in 1832, at the age of 25, he 
turned up in Paris, having squandered 
every cent of the money settled upon 
him in his early childhood by his father. 

This money consisted of an annuity 
of 12,000 francs a year, which the em- 
peror had settled upon him in January, 
1814, and 100,000 francs which Napoleon 
after his return from Elba accorded to 
him by means of a deed signed at the 
Palace of the Elysee, on the very last 
night before quitting Paris to meet with 
his final defeat at the battle of Water- 
loo. In fact, this deed of gift of 100,- 
000 francs to his son was the last docu- 
ment that he signed before his depart- 
ure. Even at St. Helena he was still 
thinking of this son of his. For in the 
will which he made there, disposing of 
an estate that was for the greater part 
mythical, he set down the name of “ my 
son Leon for a legacy of 300,000 francs. 

— 

Leon secured a commission in the na- 
tional guard, but was afterwards cash- 
fered for misconduct. Involved in one 
scrape after another, he endeavored with 
more or less success to extort money, 
not only from every member of the 
house of Bonaparte then in existence, 
but even from the reigning house of 
Orleans, while Cardinal Fesch and Louis 
Napoleon (afterwards Napoleon III) ré- 
peatedly advanced funds to extricate 
him from unsavory scrapes. 

This did not prevent him from chal- 
lenging Louis Napoleon to a duel, and 
when he found his cartel ignored, he 
went over to London and attempted to 
take the pretender’s life, being arrested 
in connection therewith, though subse- 
quently released on Louis Napoleon's 
refusing to prosecute, on the ground 
that the man was mentally unbalanced. 

On the overthrow of the Orleans 
dynasty in 1848, Leon put forward his 
candidature for the National assembly, 
in a manifesto in which he described 
himself as the Citizen Leon, ex-CGomte 
Leon, son of Emperor Napoleon, and 
president of the peace society,”

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TEXT BOOKS USED|Greek War Aims Explained by 
FOR POLITICAL} Minister of Foreign Affairs 
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j 5 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

ATHENS, Aug. 15.—{Correspondence. } 
~The minister of foreign affairs, M. Poll- 
tis, was busy putting the finishing 
touches on the White Book which is to 
reveal to the Greek parliament the ex- 
tent to which the recent administration 
of King Constantine was under German 
influence, when a staff correspondent of 
The Associated Press called on him to- 
day by appointment. 

“This makes a serious record of per- 


some of the proof sheets of the White 
Book. : 

He spoke in a tone of regret of these 
Unpleasant revelations, which were 
made, he said, only that the public might 
be aware to what extent German infiu- 
ence operated in shaping the neutral re- 
gime of Greece up to the time of King 
Constantine’s recent abdication. 

Aeked what aspirations Greece was 
likely to have before the peace con- 
gress, M. Politis said: 

“ There are, of course, the larger gen- 
eral questions in which the entente al- 
lies have shown a common interest, and 
to which Greece naturally gives the 
fullest assent—the independence and sov- 
ereignty of each state, great and small; 
its territorial integrity, as against the 
ambitions of other nations; an {nter- 
national court for the maintenance of 
peace, the observance of treaties, and 
the rekstablishment of international law 
and practice in the dealings between 
nations.” 


Wants Protection in Turkey. 

“There are several questions relating 
to the near east,“ he continued. which 
Greece wishes to see regulated. Most 
important of these is the guaranty of 
protection to Greeks living in Turkey 
and Asia Minor, where we have over 
3,000,000 Greeks engaged in peaceful 
occupations, but constantly under the 
menace of fearful atrocities. 

“ Throughout this territory Greeks 
have been subjected to the most bar- 
barous cruelty. Hundreds of Greek 
towns in Turkey and Asia Minor have 
been burned, the inhabitants have been 
subjected to all forms of cruelty and 
massacre, and have been deported in 


and deserts to the interior of Asia Minor. 

“In this work of cruelty we have 
proof that the Germans have been worse 
than the Turks,” 

He was asked if Grecee had an in- 
terest in the Issue of nationalities, be- 
tween Serbia and Austria, by which 
Serbia aspires to detach the southern 
Slav nationalities from Austrian domina- 
tion—Croats, Serbs, Slovaks, éte.—and 
mold them into a great Slav state of the 
Balkans. 

“ As the ally and one of the nearest 
friends of Serbia we are naturally in- 
terested in seeing her aspirations real- 
ized,” the minister said. — 


Aims at Sea Power. 

“Tt is as a sea power of the eastern 
Mediterranean and the Adriatic that 
Greece has its chief field of activity,” 
was suggested to the minister. 

Not in the Adriatic,” he said, for 
our interests in Epirus and the tsiand 
of Corfu are south of the Strait of 
Otranto, leading to the Adriatic. It is 
Italy which has the chief interest in 
the locality, with its military estab- 
lishment at Aviona, just across the 
Strait of Otranto from Italy. 

“Tt is in the eastern Mediterranean 
and chiefly in the Aegean sea that our 
field of influence lies.“ 


Seeks Open Dardanelles. 

“ As Greece is the allied country lying 
nearest to Turkey, what is her attitude 
toward the Dardanelles and Constanti- 
nople? the minister was asked. 

“ Above all,” he said, “it is our de- 
sire to see the Dardanelles freed from 
its Turkish forts and its hindrance to 
natural world traffic, and to have it be- 
come a link in the world’s commerce, 
the same as Suez, or the Straits of 
Gibraltar, or thé Panama canal.” 

Asked if he thought a peace confer- 
ence was within sight, the minister said 
he would not venture a prediction, as 
he had made a bet on that subject once 
and lost. 

„But there 18 one definite thing settled 
as to that peace,” the minister said, 
“and that is that the entrance of the 
United States into the war assures a 
victorious peace for entente allies, If 
there was any doubt about it before all 
doubt ended, in my judgment, when 
America and Great Britain united for a 
common purpose.”

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OUR years ago when I was teach-

HILE some $20,000 was being 
used last spring in endeavors 
to create garden interest, a lit- 
tle woman worked patiently 
to raise sufficient funds to continue 
the community gardens’ that the 
City Gardens association had main- 
tained for seven years. Machinery wal- 
lowed in mud, sand, and brick clay to 
plow and harrow, free of charge, land 
of which a considerable portion re- 
mains unused to this day. Meanwhile 478 
earnest workers in the association’s four 
gardens hoed and toiled uobtrusively to 
prepare their little one-eignth acre plots 
for the serious work of practical gay- 
dening. ; 
It costs the association something over 


supervision, and instruction. Only $1.50 
of this is paid by each gardener,for the 
privileges, and Mrs. Pelam, the common 
foster mother of them all, must provide 
the rest. 


~~ 
Under the circumstances, adequate fer- 
tilization is out of the question. Accord- 
ing to one of the demonstrators, not a 
ton of manure was spread on the eight- 
een acres of raw clay constituting one 
of the patches. The efforts of the poor 
tollers to extract from the soil what is 
not there are affecting. Mrs. Pelam's 
organization is excellent; her efforts are 
devoted to the wretchedly poor; those 
who undertake to till the little plots are 
willing, eager workers of every nation- 
ality, largely capable, experienced home 
gardeners, and they richly deserve a 
helping hand from the kindly disposed. 
No less than 2,100 tons of manure are 
sorely needed to maintain the fertility 
of the sixty acres occupied. The eight- 
een acre “harvester patch should 
have fully 720 tons applied and plowed 
under, this autumn, and 360 tons each 
of the following two years, to attain 
complete fertility, The other patches 
will bear from thirty to thirty-five tons 
per acre this year and ten to fifteen ton 
per acre in following years. 
The gardeners are thrifty and indus- 
trious. It is estimated that the 478 will 
produce an aggregate of $11,950 in veg- 
etables this year. That valuation can 
be more than doubled with adequate ma- 
nuring. It will fall lower without it.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Q.—When and how should loganber- 
ries and red raspberries which do not 
„Sucker be propagated?—A. C. 
Ans.—As the young canes bend over 
and approach the ground, from the end 
of August till early October, soil is 
thrown over the tips and kept moist— 
not wet—till rooted. When the ground 
is first frozen the canes are cut off a 
few inches above the ground and the 
new root systems mulched with four 
inches of straw, leaves, or litter for 
winter protection. If well rotted ma- 
nure will not be available next spring, 
the proposed bed should be prepared 
with ahy kind of manure this autumn. 
As soon as the soil is workable in spring 
the mass of young roots is carefully 
lifted and reset in the prepared loca- 
tion, with roots fully extended down- 
ward and the little green bud, at the 
extreme end of the -ormer cane tip, 
pointing upward. The cut off cane ends 
will serve as a handle. Cover lightly 
with mellow soil, the bud two inches 
below the surface. Press the soil’ firmly 
against’the roots, but not over the bud. 
As it comes up keep it off the ground 
by tying to a stake. It will bear fruit 
the following year.

The women and children were 
dying with a fever and the missionary 
doctors in all neighboring districts 
planned to give short periods of their 
time to relief work. My doctor in Egypt 
went over to give three or four weeks 
of his time. He wrote me one letter 
from Turkey telling of the awful con- 
ditions, the ignorance, the sickness, the 
dirt, and then of his plans for my com- 
ing to Egypt, for he was getting well! 
He was counting the days until I could 
sail—and then no more letters came. 

.— 

Three weeks lengthened into three 
months and still no word. I knew the 
address of his mother in, London and 
in despair I wrote to him at his mother’s 
home. After what seemed years of 
waiting I received a reply from her. She 
told me that the mission board had just 
written her of her son’s work in Tur- 
key, and that he had taken the fever 
from the natives and had died out there 
with another English doctor, neither 
being able to save himself or the other, 
although they had saved the lives of 
hundreds of natives. She had heard so 
much of me and had all my letters to 
her boy and she knew she would love 
me as a daughter if I came to live 
with her. 

But I cannot. I am going to Egypt 
to continue the work my doctor began 
there. To be busy where he worked and 
planned will help the ache in my heart.

In times past thousands of food ani- 
mals were left to make their own liv- 
ing, and are so left today, wretched, un- 
dernourished things which wretched, un- 
dernourished people sell to others of 
their own type. I bought some eggs 
some months ago in a suburb before I 
saw that the poor creatures were 
hugging the fence of their utterly bar- 
ren yard on the side next the house, 
whence food came, and got such a 
sense of food grade as never before. 
Would I eat those eggs? No. See page 
108 of that important book, “How to 
Live,“ to learn how not only the right 
food, drinking water regularly, etc., and 
even happiness is necessary to a hen. 
Perhaps 1,000 buyers visited the oth- 
er day, some of them coming miles by 
„train to do so, a fair or trading place 
which has been held once a month for 
years in a certain suburban forefgn sec- 
tion. Originally real farmers met and 
traded there. Now a few squatter 
breeders of goats and geese, ducks and 
chickens, pigeons and rabbits, with pro- 
fessional food scalpers, gather there, as 
a man of the community said, and 
“sting em.“ 

Cows and horses, not old, perhaps, bu 
showing neglect and even abuse, were 
there, owned by people who knew noth- 
ing about feeding themselves and with 
little realization that an animal needed 
food regularly. An officer of any cruel- 
ty to animals society would have found 
reason to arrest many a seller and 
buyer alike. Little pigs were squealing 
their lives out after they had nearly 
used up a new owner who had carried 
them about a mile to the allroad sta- 
tion. Pathetic geese and ducks spread 
out of baskets too small to hold them, 
a weight on their backs, their legs tied 
together, but their poor wings too free. 
Which to pity the most was my con- 
stant thought. I had seen a poor wom- 
an pay 80 cents for a chicken that would 
not dress two pounds. The hue and 
cry of high prices, no matter how true 
it is, harms these people immeasurably, 
and leaves them the victim of the cheat- 
ing huckster and his hideously low grade 
stuff. Meat they think they must have, 
so. at such a place live rabbits, small 
goats, pigeons, everything, were eagerly 
bought at presumable bargains, but ac- 
tually above the prices of the best meats 
in the highest grade stores.

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PRODUCTION OF 
GOAL FALLS OFF 


Output for Five Months Is 
Large, but Recent 
Showing Small. 


BY HENRY M. HYDE. 
Coal production in Illinois during the 


last five months was vastly greater than 


during the same period in 1916. 
Since President Wilson fixed mine 
mouth prices for coal this production 
has considerably dropped off. ' 
The shortage of coal cars complained 
of by mine operators has changed ta a 
surplus. In many instances more empty 
coal cars are delivered to the mines 
than are filled with coal. 
The present somewhat alarming de- 
m coal production in Tinols is 
a chiefly to a shortage of labor at 
the mines and to strikes among the 
miners. 


Statistics on Increase. 

How great was the increase in the 
amount of coal dug and shipped from 
April 1 to Sept. 1, 1917, as compared 
with the same monche of 1916, is made 
clear in reports from three railroads 
which, perhaps, carry more coal than 
any others from lilinois mines to Chi- 
cago:

Since war was declared with Germany 
these three railroads have loaded and 
handled two-thirds more coal than they 
did in the same period of last year.

Increase Is General. 

It is believed that reports from other 
coal carrying railroads in the state 
would show approximately the same 
large increase. 

On their face these facts would not 
indicate an alarming situation. Unfor- 
tunately, there has been a recent change 
for the worse. 

The geological survey at Washington 
prepares each week a statement show- 
ing how nearly the coal mines of IIII- 
nois are producing to their capacity 
and also to what extent the shortage, if 
any, is due to lack of coal cars, to scar- 
city of labor, strikes of miners, and 
other causes.

Far Below Capacity. 

Before they will be understood a word 
of explanation may be necessary. The 
layman may be astonished to find that, 
although the production of coal is much 
greater than ever before during the same 
period, not more than 75 per cent of the 
capacity of Illinois mines is reached in 


fact that during the summer coal mines 
ordinarily do not produce anything like 
50 per cent of their capacity, so that 
this represents a very large increase. 
The most significant thing in the table 
is that during the week of Aug. 18 the 
production of coal dropped from 70 to 
48 per cent. That was the week in which 
Gov. Lowden signed his agreement with 
the coal mine operators, which was 
afterwards repudiated by them. During 
that week, also, President Wilson fixed 
the mine mouth prices for coal. 
During that fateful week less than 
half of the capacity of Illinois coal 
mines was produced. The government 
statement puts almost all the blame on 
labor shortage and strikes. It is also 
noticeable that the car shortage had 
dropped to 4.6 per cent, which would in- 
dicate that in almost all instances all 
the empty coal cars which could be used 
were provided. s 


Car Shortage Slight. 
The last week in August the produc- 
tion increased again. More than two- 
thirds of capacity was dug. Again there 
was a drop in car shortage to 2.5 
cent, while strikes and labor cscs 
Was responsible for 23.9 per cent of the 
losses in production. 
Reports so far in September, while 
not official, are that the item of car 
shortage had entirely vanished, while 
strikes and labor shortage are prevent- 
ing the mines from working anything 
like full capacity. As an illustration, all 
the coal mines in the Springfield district 
are shut down by strikes. 
There is much danger in the situation. 


conditions are such that the railroads 
can handle coal trains much more ei- 
ciently than when winter begins. 
also true that in October a boom in 
freight always sets in, so that the roads 
have a much greater demand both for 
cars and for engines than during the 
present month. : 

If there is to be fuel sufficient for do- 
mestic wants and anything like the sur- 
plus needed by our allies, every coal 
mine in Lilinois should be worked to its 
full capacity during the rest of Septem- 
ber.
